Although the outlines of the bili agreed ip ves- 
terday were generally known this morning, there 
was ap anxiety and eagerness manifested, not 
only by Senators and Representatives but by 


hundreds of people who gathered at the Capi- 
tol early in the day, to hear the text of tae

The report was presented to the Senate 


by Mr. Edmunds just as soon as the 
Committee adjourned, their meeting ‘to-day 
being apparently forthe purpose of carefully 


examining the printed copy of tne bill agreed 


upon last night.

WERE SPEEDILY FILLED. 

Perfect .silénce prevailed, and the closest at- 

tention was given to the reading. Everybody

THE JOINT REPORT. 
INTROD ; 

Wasuinorton, D. C., Jan, 1 — The following 
is the report of the Committee of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives appointed 
under the several resolutions of those bodies to 
prepare and report such measure as may be 
best calculated to accomplish the lawful] count- 
ing of the Electoral votes, and the best disposi- 
tion of all questions connected therewith, and 
due declaration of the result. The Committee 
say that they have considered the subject 
named in said resolutions, and have had full 
and conference with each other thereon, 
and now report the accompanying bill and 
recommend its passage. The Cummittee con- 
tinue : 

We have applied the utmost practicable study 
and deliberation to the subject, and believe that 
the bill now reported is the best attainable dis- 
position of the different problems and disputed 
theories arising out of the late election. It 
must be obvious to every person conversant 
with the history of the country, and 
with the formation and interpretation of the 
Constitution, that a wide diversity of views and 
opinions touching the subject not wholly coinci- 
dent with the bias or wishes of members of po- 
litical parties, would naturally exist. We have, 
in this state of affairs, chosen therefore 
NOT TO DEAL WITH THE ABSTRACT QUESTIONS, 
save so far ag they are necessarily involved in 
the legislation proposed. It is, of course, plain 
that the report of the bill implies that, in our 
opinion, legislation may be had on the subject 
in accordance with the Constitution, but we 
think that the law proposed is inconsistent with 
afew of the principal theories upon the sub- 
ject. The Constitution requires that the Elect- 
oral votes shall be counted upon a particular 
occasion. All will agree that the votes named 
in the Constitution are the constitutional votes 
of the States, and no other, and when they have 
been found and identified there is nothing left to 
be disputed or decided. All the rest is the mere 
clerical work of summing up numbers, which 
being done, the Constitution itself declares the 
consequences. This bill, then, is only directed 
to ascertaining for the purpose and in aid oi 


counting what are the constitutional votes of | 


the respective States, and whatever jurisdiction 
exists for such purposes the bill only 

REGULATES THE METHOD OF EXERCISING IT. 

The Constitution, our great instrument and 
security for liberty and order, speaks in the 
amplest language for all such cases, in what- 
ever aspect they may be presented. It declares 
that the Congress shall have power to make all 
laws which shall be necessary and proper for 
carrying into execution the foregoing powers, 
and all other powers vested by the Constitution 
in the Government of the United States, or any 
department or officer thereof. The Committee 
therefore think that the law proposed cannot be 
justly assailed as unconstitutional by any one, 
and for this reason we think it unnecessary, 
whatever may be our individual views, to 
discuss any of the theories referred to. Our 
fidelity to the Constitution is observed when we 
find that the law we recommend is consistent 
with that instrument. 

The matter then being a proper subject for 
legislation, the fitness ‘of the means proposed 
becomes the next subject of consideration. 
Upon this we leave to submita few brief 
observations : n all just Governments both 
public and private rights must be defined and 
determ by the law. This is essen- 
tial to the very idea of such a Govern- 
ment, and is the characteristic distinction 
between free and despotic systems. However 
important it may be Whether one citizen or an- 
other shall be the Chief Magistrate for a period 
preserved upon just theories of civil institutions, 
it is of far greater moment that the will of the 
people, lawfully expressed in the choice of that

IN A LAWFUL WAY. 

It is true that in every operation of a govern- 
ment of laws, from the most trivia] to the most 
important, there will always be a possibility that 
the result reached wiil not be the true one. The 
executive officer may not wisely rform his 
duty; the courts may not trul) the law, 
and they legislative body may not enact 
the best laws; but in either case, to resist the 
act of the Executive, the or the 
lature, acting constitutiOmaly and lawfully 
within their sphere, would be to set up anarchy 
in place of government.

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 18.—In the Senate 
Mr. Edmunds, from the Special Committee ap- 
pointed to devise means for counting the Elector- 
al vote, submitted a report in writing, accompa- 
nied by a bill. He said the report, he was happy 
to say, was signed by the members of 
both Committees, with one exception. The 
Committee would desire to take the bill up at 
the earliest possible day, probably Saturday, but 
certafhly Monday next, and would press it to 
final consideration. The Committee was of the 
opinion that the measure they recommended 
was not what could be called a compromise, but 
it was a measure of justice and in aid of con- 
stitutional Government. No oue would have 
the right to say that anybody’s views had been 
surrendered in any respect. 

The following the text of the bill accom- 
panying the report preseated by Mr. Edmunds: 
A Bu to provide for and regulate the counting of

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America, in Con-

Sec. 2. That if more than one return or paper 
urporting to be the return from any State shall

given at the last preceding election for President 
and Vice-President in such State, unless they shall 
be duplicates of the same returns, all such returns 
and papers sha!) be opened by him in the presence 
of the two Houses when met as aforesaid, 
and read by the tellers, and all such returns 
and papers shall thereupon be submitted to tne 
judgment and decision, as to which is the 
true and lawful Electoral vote of such State, of a 
Commission constituted as follows, namely: Dur-

HOW IT TAKES. 
MB. KASSON’S OPINION, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 18.—A number of 
prominent Congressmen, being interviewed on 
the subject of the Electoral report, expressed 
themselves as follows: 

Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, said: “It must be re- 
garded as a proposition for a way out. We 
must look at it in that licht. it should be 
very seriously considered. Some of the bitter- 
est Democrats will oppose it. Some of the Re- 
publicans have declared themselves against it. 
I do not at present wish to define my position. 
There should not de a caucus of Republicans, 
as bas been suggested, until near the end of 
the debate.“ 
| MR. FRYE, 
of Maine, said: It is a curious machine. I do 
not see how the Committee could have agreed 
upon a better plan, if they had to agree upon 
any plan at all, but I am against the whole prin- 
ciple. My convictions are fixed that the Vice- 
President, under the Constitution, should count 
the votes. I believe more of the Republicans 
have the same convictions, except those who are 
on record against it, but I do not mean to say 
that I shall vote against tompromise, by any 
manner of means. 

BAKER, OF INDIANA, 
said: The child is born. Its name is Issachar, 
an ass crouching between two burdens. .L am 
inclined to support the measure. If called 
to vote immediately after its reading, 1 
should have voted for the bill. I want to con- 
sider some of its provisions more carefully. I 
am satisfied that it is a good way out. It has 
one good element in it: it appeals to the prin- 
ciple of Anglo-Saxon law, to the fairness of 
leaving disputed questions to a tribunal whose 
decision is unknown and unknowable. That 
principle was the bgsis of trial by jury. My in- 
vestigation has led me to the conclusion that 
the two Houses have a right to count the vote 
whenever. they claim it, and that the Vice-Presi- 
dent, when the two Houses claim the right, has 
no authority to count the vote as against 
them.“ 
LANDERS, OF INDIANA, 
was of the opinion that Tilden and Hendricks 
were elected, but he admitted that it was better 
to pass the compromise bill than to fight. 
FOSTER, OF OHIO, 
said: I should have preferred to submit the 
questions at issue to the Supreme Court of the 
United States itself, but am in favorof the

said: I believe that the Vice-President has 
the right to count the votes, and that Hayes 
and Wheeler were fairly and legally elected, 
but I believe the public will accept this plan as 
the guarantee of a peaccful solution, and that 
Congress should therefore approve it. 
CANNON, OF ILLINOIS, 
said: 
it the duty of the Vice-President to count the 
yotes. In case of disagreement between the two 
flouses, I believe it is competent, however, un- 
der the Constitution,to provide for counting the 
vote by legislation.

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 17.—Information 
has been received here that the Circuit Court of 
Florida, in the quo warranto case, has decided 
that the Tilden Electors were chosen; and that 
an appeal from the decision will be taken to the 


Supreme Court of the State.

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 17.—The facts con- 
cerning the decision by the State Circuit Court 
to-day in Flokida, in favor of the Tilden Elect- 
ors, were as follows: The decision was on a de- 
murrer in this court, and the Hayes Electors 
have the right to appeal to the Supreme Court 
of the State, or tomake a motion to answer 
over, which is in the discretion of the Court. If 
they answer over, then the validity of the elec- 
tion will be tried before the Circuit Court, and 
all the ballot-boxes in every voting precinct in 
the State can be inquired into. The Circuit 
Court has the right to summen a to try 
any question of fact whigh is at any 
time. 

The question raised by the demurrer is this: 
The Hayes Electors demurred upon the ground 
that their functions had been performed, and 
that they were functus officio, but this writ was 
served on them on the day that they cast their 
votes for President and Vice-President, and at 
the time they assembled, and before the votes 
had been cast. They have the right to appeal 
at once to the Supreme Court upon the demurr- 
er, and, if they do so, it being a matter affecting 
the public interest, the case will be advanced 
upon the docket and heard at once. But if the 
case is to be tried upon a question of fact before 
ajuryin the Circuit Court, the examination 
may be so extended as to prevent any decision 
before the 14th of February. The decision to- 
day, therefore, — not assure a judgment by 
the highest tribunal of the State in favor of 
Tilden, which has been hoped for by the Demo- 
craty.

INHUMAN PARENTS, 
Dispatch to New York Heraid. 

Mriton, Mass., Jan. 16.—A most terrible case 
of parental cruelty, discl the imprison- 
ment and neglect for seventéen years of an idi- 
otic son, and the possible murder of another, 
has set this usually quiet borough into an in- 
tense fever of excitement. As the story goes, 
about seventeen years agoa quarrel occurred 
in the family of Josiah Fields, by occupation a 
laborer, in which father, mother, and several 
sons participated. In the course of the dispute 
Josiah, Jr., hardly of age, offended his father 
by his cdhtinued obstinacy, and the latter, as is 
supposed, struck the boy a severe bw, inflict- 
ing upon bim some permanent injury. In order 
to prevent the discovery of the deed the wound- 
ed lad, it is alleged, was locked in a chamber. 
The sudden @isappearance of the lad was ac- 
counted for in various ways by the people of the 
neighborhood, the family giving out that the 
boy had run away. Last Saturday one of the 
sons died, and the privacy of the family was in- 
vaded. One lady going to aroom, from which 
an almost overpowering stench emana had 
the curiosity to unlock the door and peer in. 
Her testimony is to the effect that a strange 
man on all fours, naked, with long hair and 
beard, ran at her, uttering guttural sounds, and 
being apparentiv unable to speak distinctly.

BENNETT---MAY. 


The “True Account of an Eye-Witness,” 
Which Reflected on May, in Turn Denied 
by a Friend of That Gory Shot. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 18.—There appeared to-day 
what purported to be a true account of the 
Bennett-May duel, as given by an eye-witness. 
This eye-witness was only too evidently a 
witn@ss in Mr. Bennett’s fayor. He could not, : 
in fact, see anything in the affair that was not 
to May’s shame and Bennett’s praise. He 
charged that May, who had the first shot, fired 
at the words “are you ready“ instead of at 
the one, two, three!“ Then Bennett heaped 
humiliation on his nervous adversary’s head. 
„ could kill you if I wished to,” 
said he, with signal scorn, and 
immediately sent the fatal bullet into the chill 
Maryland air. The red flush of what the eye- 
witness saw to be shame stole over the unin- 
jared May’s face. He turned and ran from his 
eternal disgrace and James Gordon Bennett. 
He did not tarry to return thanks for a branded 
life that was Worse than a branded invalidism | 
or sudden death. Not a sound was heard, not 
a funeral note, as over toward Dover May 
hurried. This is, In substance, the true ac- 
count,” as given by one of Mr. Bennett’s 
friends. In regard to the story, something like 
it was originated in Brooklyn last week and at- 
tributed to John A. Foley, one of the lawyers 
retained by Dr. Phelps. Mr. Foley denied its 
authorship or truth, and it was dropped. 
Had it been possible to place Mr. Ben- 
nett in so favorable a light, u is 
not likely that Leonard Jerome, who is one of 
his close friends, would have neglected the op- 
portunity when he gave his version of the affair. 
He certainly put his friend in the best light the 
facts would warrant. His version, given in Tus 
Trisune, is sustained by the following letter 
which comes from trustworthy sources, and will 
appear in the Times to-morrow: 


Certain reporte have been widely and induetri-

The utter hopelessness of any attempt to 
secure honesty and fairness in the award of 
contracts for furnishing supplies to the 
charitable institutions of Cook County was 
demonstrated by yesterday's proceedings of 
the Board of Commissioners. Having gone 
through the farce of advertising for pro- 
posals, the Ring has repeated its annual 
rascality, and proceeded to pass around the 
contracts without regard to the bids received. 
A notable instance is found in the award of 
the meat-contract to a Ring favorite at a 
price whieh will amount to from $10,000 to 
$12,000 in excess of the figures of a lower 
and perfectly responsible bidder,—an inex- 
cusable, indefensible, outrageous steal. The 
courts hold that the taxpayers are powerless 
to prevent this barefaced plunder, and the 
only remedy rests with the Legislature. 
Advocates of the bill for the election of the 
entire Board of County Commissioners upon 
a general ticket will find good argument in 
the award of these contracts.

The six ballots taken yesterday in the joint 
session of the Illinois Legislature developed 
no new or startling phases of the Senatorial 
question.

Here is a Joint Committee composed of 
seven Republicans, including mén of emi- 
nent ability and experience, and seven Dem- 
ocrats holding high position in the confi- 
dence of their party. This Committee have 
agreed and have reported a bill declaring 
by law how and in what manner the 
Electoral vote shall be counted, and hoW and 
in what manner all objections and contro- 
verted questions as to the counting of con- 
tested votes shall be determined. The sim- 
ple fact that this Joint Committee, composed 
af an equal number of partisans, has been 
able to reach an agreement, attests the 
gravity of the occasion, and the necessity, 
under a government of law, of determining 
even an election of President by an appeal 
to law, justice, honesty, and fairness. The 
differences between the two Houses are rad- 
ieal. The Constitution is at least so in- 
definite that the powers claimed under it by 
both extremes are implied only and not ex- 
pressed. These differences may be thus 
stated : 

1. A large portion of the Republicans 
claim that under the Constitution the sole 
power to count the votes, and of necessity of 
determining which of two returns shall be 
counted, rests with the President of the Sen- 
ate, whese action is final. 

2. A large portion of the Democrati> party 
claims that the power of the President of the 
Senate ends with the opening of all the re- 
turns, of whatever kind, he may have received ; 
that in case of an objection to the counting 
of the vote of any State, the direct question, 
Shall such vote be counted? must be put to 
vote in each House, acting separately, and, 
unless both Houses shall declare that the 
vote be counted, such vote thus objected 
shall be excluded from the count. 

. A third opinion, shared by men of both 
parties, is that the two Houses have juris- 
diction over the subject, but that the vote of 
‘each State, certified by the Executive authori- 
ty, shall be counted, unless both Houses 
shall vote to reject it. 

4. In addition to this, it is the opinion 
that unless the two Houses shall prescribe by 
law some mode for determining these ques- 
tions, then, in the absence of any such law 
or regulation, the authority restewith the 
President of .the Senate exclusively. 


cision of the election is involved in the adop- 
tion of either.

This bill provides that the votes as re- 
turned to which no objection is made shall 
be counted asa matter of course; that, in 
case of an objection, if the two Houses fail 
to agree, the objection and all papers relat- 
ing to the case shall be referred to a Com- 
mission, previously appointed, which is to 
consist of four Justices of the Supreme 
Court, designated by districts, who are to 
select @ fifth; and five Senators and five 
Representatives, to be elected by a viva voce 
vote of the respective Houses. This Com- 
mission shall render a decision upon the ob- 
jection, which decision shall be final unless 
overruled by a concurrent vote of both 
Houses. 

This is the substance of the bill, the text 
of which will be found in Taz Trrsvne this 
morning. It is not a perfect scheme, but 
it is better than civil war; better than the 
Mexican plan of duplicate Governments ; 
better than a prolongation of the strife ; and 
acceptable not only as determining the 
Presidential election, but as settling the 
threatened violence in Louisiana and South 
Carolina. The measure is not so mucha 
compromise as it is a submission of conflict- 
ing opinions to as fair a tribunal as perhaps 
can be constituted at this time and on the 
very eve of the day for counting the votes. 
We think that, when Epmuunps, Conx1ina, 
Freuincuvursen, Hoar, WiLarp, and 
Crary unite with an equal number of Demo- 
crates in recommending this measure as one 
to secure a peaceful solution of the trouble, 
that the country generally will rejoicé and 
heartily approve the meagure. 


THE SILVER BILL IN THE SENATE. 
The Senate Finance Committee, under the 


leadership of Senator Sunnuax, of Ohio, is 


making a very serious mistake in its treat- 
ment of the Buanp Silver bill recently passed 
by the House. The House bill, as it passed, 
isa simple re-enactment of the bi-metallic 
standard as it existed in this country from 
the formation of the Government up to three 
years ago, when the coinage of the silver 
dollar was dropped almost surreptitiously 
and certainly without consulting the senti- 
ment of the country. The fact itself that 
the American silver dollar had been abolished 
was not known by the people until attention 
was called to it some years after by the tem- 
porary decline in the value of silver; and 
then there was an immediate and unani- 
mous verdict that the change was en- 
tirely unwarranted, and a demand from 
all sides that the silver dollar be restored to 
its old place. Congress coquetted with the 
subject at the close of the last session, but 
evinced the same hesitancy and indecisiofi 
that it had manifested with reference to all 
other phases of the financial problem. But 
during the long recé@s the popular demand 
for the old standard was expressed in such 
emphatic and unmistakable terms that the 
House hastened to pass the necessary meas- 
ure upon reassembling. Now the hitch has 


come in the Senate through the intervention | 


of Mr. Joun Surnuax, who reports back the 
bill without recommendation, asks that its 
consideration shall be postponed until the 
Silver Commission shall have reported, and 
gives notice that he will then offer a substi- 
tate virtually giving the silver dollar the 
same status as the greenback dollar, and only 
that. 

Now, we have no hesitation in saying that 
Mr. Joun Saerman has no right to use his 
position to impede the execution of the pop- 
ular will, expressed without regard to party, 
nor to hinder a clear act of justice. Had the 
House bill been hampered with details about 
the desirability of which there might bea 
reasonable difference of opinion, this post- 
ponement might be excused; but, as the bill 
merely restores the old silver dollar where it 
was,—that is, making it co-equal with the 
goid dollar,—without prescribing thd extent 
to which it shall be coined or giving it any 
uses it did not originally enjoy, there can be 
no reason in further delay, unless it be a de- 
sire to pander to the special interests of a 
favored class of bondholders. Unless Mr. 
Joun Suerman wishes to place himself in 
the attitude of a leader in the bond- 
holders’ interests, and commit himself to 
their payment in a more exclusive and 
temporarily more valuable currency than 
they agreed to take, he will abandon his pur- 
pose of retarding the passage of the bill, 
and also of reporting a substitute that docs 
not meet the popular demand. It is sensé- 
less to await the report of the Silver Com- 
thission, which is now understood to be con- 
sidering merely the question of international 
agreement upon a silver standard. This is 
all very well, but the best way in the world 
to stimulate international action is to restore 
silver to the currency of the United States, 
where it is one of the chief products, and 
where the only possible excuse for a further 
adherence to an irredeemable paper currency 
is a deficiency of coin for circulating pur- 
poses. It is a silly contradiction in this 
country of all others to refuse to legalize a 
coin that was always the standard before the 
guspension of specie-payments, and which 
now only needs legalization to come natural- 
ly and easily into circulation again. 

Mr. Sserman’s contemplated substitute 
agrees in terms with Gen. Locan’s Silver 


bill; it suthorizes the coinage of the silver 


dollar, and makes it legal-tender for the 
same purposes and to the same extent as 
greenbacks ; it also provides that the United 


valuable; we presume, if silver in a year or 
two should become worth more than gold, 
Mr. Surnman would be in favor of paying 
the United States bonds and interest in that 
coin, to the exclusion of gold. If the Sen- 
ator from Ohio thinks that his partisanship 
of the bondholders’ interest against the fair 
demands of the people is likely to help the 
country, or his party, or his own political 
interests, he will find himself very much 
mistaken ; he may not discover it, however, 
until he has occasion to appeal again to the 
suffrage of his own State. 


THE LATEST DEMOCRATIC OUTRAGE. 

Never inthe history of the Government 
has the doctrine of States Rights been so 
treated with contempt.as it was on Wednes- 
day by the Democratie House of Representa- 
tives. That body ordered the arrest of the 
members of the Returning Board of isi 
ana, their transportation to Washington, an 
their imprisonment for contempt. The 
Committee of the House of Represe.tatives 
in session in New Orleans demanded of the 
Returning Board the original returns of the 
election in that State. The Canvassing 
Board stated that they had not the custody 
of those returns, the papers having been de- 
posited with the Secretary of State; that the 
Board was unable to make a copy of the re- 
turns, and had no money at their command 
to pay for making a copy of them; and that 
if the Committee would furnish the means 
or the clerical force it could obtain 
a certified copy of the original papers. 
The Committee persisted in its demand 
for the original papers, and reported 
the refusal to the House of Representatives. 
That body passed a resolution directing the 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the House to arrest the 
members of the Board, and present them at 
the bar of the House for contempt. This is 
carrying the power of contempt to a limit 
never before reached. It is an order to ar- 
rest a branch of the Government of the 
State. The House might as well order the 
arrest of the Governor and Executive De- 
partment of a State, or the Supreme Court 
of a State, because of the refusal of the 
Governor or Court to surrender the original 
records and archives of the State to an 
irresponsible Committee of one branch of 
Congress, to be removed fromthe State, We 
do not suppose that such a requirement was 
ever before made in the United States. A 
certified copy of the original papers-of any 
public record of a State or of a court is all 
that can be demanded by any authority. The 
official and original records of the Supreme 
Court of Illinois cannot, even upon 
the command of a Court, be taken 
from the files of that Court, thence to be 
removed to another State. The Constitu- 
tion provides that full faith and credit shall 
be given in each State to the public acts, 
records, and judicial proceedings of every 
other State. And the Congress may, by 
general laws, prescribe the manner in which 
such acts, records, and proceedings shall be 
proved, and the effect thereof.” Congress 
has exercised this power, and prescribed that 
copies, properly authenticated, shall be fur. 
nished of such papers, and such copies shall 
have the same effect as the originals. The 
demand of the Committee for the possession 
of the original papers was wholly illegal. 
Mr. Mogrison could not have made such a 
demand of any County Clerk in IIlinois and 
not be refused. The wisdom of the universal 
rule in such cases of not parting with the 
custody of the original papers was shown in 
the fact that, on a former occasion, the State 
authorities of Louisiana, from courtesy, 
placed certain original records of the State 
in the hands of a Congressional Committee, 
and they were never returned. 

The partisan majorty of the House of 
Representatives, however, bas declared the 
power of that House to demand possession 
of the original records, the archives of the 
State of Louisiana, and has ordered the 
arrest of the officers who have refused to 
produce the papers. For this proceeding 
there is no warrant of law, not even the 
authority of a bad precedent. The act de- 
manded of the Returning Board was one 
which is forbidden by the laws of Louisiana, 
the laws of the United States, and one which, 
under like circumstances, is forbidden by the 
laws of every other State, and by the laws of 
every other Government. Because of this 
refusal to perform an act forbidden by 
statute, and not sanctioned by any law, these 
men are to be arrested and taken to Wash- 
ington, and there held in contempt during 
the legal life of the present House of Re p- 
resentatives. Such an outrage can hardly 
fail toawaken the indignation of the Amer- 
ican people, and such a blow at the sanctity 
and security of the States in the matter of 
the custody of their own public records is 
an invasion of State Rights far exceeding 
anything ever proposed by the extremest ad 
vocate of centralization. : 


The CaLHoux argument assumes that it is the 
right of a State to appoint Presidential Electors ;’

The first thing to notice is the lie that the 
“right of a State to appoint Presidential 
Electors” is “a Carne argument.” The 
National Constitution says : 

Art. 2, Szc. 2. Each State shall appoint, in 
such manner as the Legislature thereof may direct, 
a number of Electors equal tothe whole number 
of Senators and Representatives to which the State 


may be entitied in Congress. 


This is the mandate of the Constitution, 
and the authority conferred by it upon the 
States. Only a vicious partisan would as- 
sert. in the editorial estumns of a dafly news- 
paper, that a State has not the right, by vir- 
tue of the Constitution, to appoint Presi- 
dential Electors, and only a sublime ass 
would deny, in the face of the plain lan- 
guage of the Constitution, that Electors are 
State officers, in every respect specified in 
the Constitution. What Jerr Davis may 
think them to be is of no more consequence 
than what Sirrmxe Butt may believe on the 
same subject. The right of the State 
to appoint Electors, of the Electors to vote, 
and of the State to have the votes of its 
Electors counted, is fixed in the Constitution. 
No amount of special or pettifog- 
ging can rub out or get around the fact. It

majority. The Democratic argument that 
the negroes have been converted to Democ- 
racy he treats as too absurd for serious 
notice. Upon this point he says: The 
colored voters of Louisiana, and I might say 
of the South, have not been converted, but, 
on the contrary, except in very rare in- 
stances, remain as firmly Republican as ever 
under the powerful influence of gratitude 
and fear, for the majority fully believe that 
the rettirn to power of the Democrats means 
their re-enslavement. With regard to the 
bulldozing, he not only affirms that it has 
been practiced by the White-League Demo- 
crates, but also that half the cases of out- 
rage and violence have not and never will be 
known, for these crimes have sealed with 
fear the lips of the witnesses.

These people, ‘politically, have but one idea, —to 
rid themselves of Republican rule in State and lo- 
cal affairs, and they declare frankly that to realize 
tnat idea is an end so righteous as to sanctify any 
means. Give these people their Governments into 
their own hands, and they care very little who is 
President of the United States. But as long as the 
desire for home-rule, as they understand it) re- 
mains ungratified, as long as any part of the South, 
with or without cause, cries ont against carpet-bag 
government, so long will unrest and unreason pre- 
vail, and the white vote remain solid.

Then the demand 
for liberty will be uttered in very different tone 
from those at present heard; and it will indeed be 
serious for the Empire if it should be uttered at a 
time when France feels herself ready for that war 
of revenge for which she steadily prepares.

CARRIER-RIGBONS ON THE OCEAN. 

It has been suggested by the New York Times 
that a new use might be found for carrier- 
pigeons by the ocean steamship companies. 
They might with profit carry a number of birds 
belonging on either side the ocean, and by let- 
ting them loose when still some hundreds of 
miles from land might carry information regard- 
ing the voyage to persons interested on shore. 
The idea merits consideration. There have re- 
cently been many detentions of steamships, one 
now being overdue nearly a month. The anxie- 
ty of friends on shore, meanwhile, is intense, 
and there is no way of relieving it. 
Our advanced civilization ought long ago to 
have provided some such way, and the use of 
carrier-pigeons in similar emergencies on shore 
has been so long approved that it is surprising 
the trial has not before been made on watev. 
The supply of pigeons on both sides the water 
is large. An editor in Brussels has been very 
successful in breeding birds of the Antwerp 
stock, and, in America, Mr. T. Oob un Warn- 
ERLY has acquire 1. reputation as a pigeon-fan- 
cier. He now possesses a flock of fifty birds, of 
which the original stock was obtained from 
Mr. Brounin, the Brussels editor referred 
to. Some of the birds now in America 
have cost Mr. WSATHERLY as high as 380 francs 
a pair, having won prizes in races of 400 miles 
from the South of France to Brussels. The 
carrier-pigeon is dun-colored or black, weighs 
from one pound to a pound and a halt, and is 
larger than the ordinary pigeon, being usually 
about fifteen inchesin length.“ They are fre- 
quently used by newspapers in Europe, being 
sent out with reporters who have been dis- 
patched to points distant from the telegraph or 
the railroad. During the siege of Paris, also, 
pigeons were often made to carry messages from 
without the beleaguered city to those within. 
It is necessary, of course, that the pigeon 
should be taken away from its home and let 
loose in ordér to fly back toit. If it has young 
ones at the point of destination, its flight is all 
the quicker and more unerring. Instances have 
been known of pigeons traversing long routes at 
an average speed of thirty miles an hour, and 
the rate of a mile a minute has sometimes been 
attained. The subject is full of interest in con- 
nection with the proposed new application of 
the powers of the carrier-pigeon to human uses. 
It is to be hoped that the proper experiments 
will be made by some of the companies con- 
cerned.

Brig.-Gen. Mrz, Chief of the United States 
Signal-Service Bureau, has issued reports, with 
map, of the observations taken simultaneously 
at 397 stations on the 3lst of May last, at 7h.

THE HYDRA-HEADFD ROCKFORD LIBEL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

RockrorD, III., Jan. 18.—The Griggs-Dayton- 
Manlove branch of the Times-Early scandal was 
finally settled here to-day by the jury bringing 
in a verdict of not guilty against Dayton. This 
decision is a remarkable one, inasmuch as it 
holds that Dayton, who was Manlove’s partner 
all the time when the libels against Mr. Griggs 
were published, was not equally holden with 
Manlove for the publication. In this case Man- 
love pleaded guiltv, and was fined at the last 
term of court. Dayton, however, ‘preferred 
to stand trial. and put in as extenuat- 
ing circumstances that he was ig- 
norant of the publication of the libelous 
matter until he saw the first copy of his news- 
paper from the press on the morning of publi- 
cation.
